State Senator Tenney’s pro¬ 
posed education bills will be the 
1 subject of a panel discussion to 
i be held at the regular meeting 
of the P.T.A. on Thursday, April 
24th, at 7:45 in the school audi¬ 
torium. 

These bills, if passed, would 
effect great changes in school 
curricula and would abolish the 
independence of school boards 
in arranging courses of study, 
according to the P.T.A. Legisla¬ 
tion Committee. 

Among other things, the bills 
would prohibit the teaching of 
sociology, political psychology, 
economics, foreign trade and 
foreign affairs in classes below 
the 11th grade, would prohibit 
the combining of history and 
geography with any other sub¬ 
jects, and ban social studies, 
sex education and the discuss¬ 
ion of controversial subjects 
lrom the schools. Whether or 
not these bills are passed is of 
great importance, and the Com¬ 
mittee urged that parents un¬ 
derstand and discuss the bills 
in order to decide what is best 
for the education of their chil¬ 
dren. 

That both sides of the ques¬ 
tion may be aired, the legis¬ 
lation committee has invited 
Senator Tenney to take part in 
the panel or to send a repre¬ 
sentative, with educators and 
others opposing. Names of those 
taking part will be announced 
later. 

In the meantime, parents are 
urged to save the date and to 
plan on attending the meeting. 
Questions and discussion from 
the floor will be welcomed. 

Election of officers will also 
be held at this time.
